+ action served notice on 
supporters of Gen. Dwight D. 
‘Eisenhower, Taft’s chief rival for 
the presidential nomination, that 
there will be no quarter in the 
battle over disputed Southern 
votes which may go a long way 
toward determining the winner. 

No Compromise Mood. 


The keynoter’ assignment for | 


MacArthur,. who has publicly 
backed Taft and has criticized 
Eisenhower indirectly, empha- 
‘sized the no-compromise mood of 
Taft’s backers, 

MacArthur accepted quickly in 
a telegram to national chairman 
Guy G. Gabrielson, expressing 
surprise that he had been picked 
for the job. 

“I am fully conscious of the 
high honor and distinction in- 
volved but equally aware of its 
deep obligation,” MacArthur told 
Gabrielson. “I frankly have grave 
doubts of my ability to fulfill its 
demands, However, in view of my 
selection, I accept with a reai 
sense of grateful appreciatian.”

Louis. He argued that Mac- 
Arthur’s acceptance of the post 
was a clear violation of Army 
regulations and set a dangerous 
precedent. Price demanded that 
MacAfthur retire from the Army 
before delivering the keynote 
speech. 

Eisenhower has asked for re- 
tirement to campaign and has cut 
off at his own initiative his $19,- 
541 yearly pay and allowances 
from the Army. MacArthur draws 
a somewhat similar amount as an 
officer on active duty, without 
specific assignment. 

While MacArthur is expected to 
make a party-rallying speech 
without reference to any particu- 
lar candidate, some other conven- 
tion officers selected by the 
arrangements group are in a posi- 
tion to make vital rulings.

WASHINGTON, June ll — 
United States. Senate investiga- 
tors have come ,into possession 
of numerous documents, lud- 
ing bank and brokerage ds 
and correspondence to and from 
Senator Joseph R. McCarthy of 
Wisconsin, which clarify his un- 
usual financial operations during 
the years in the Senate when he 
held influential assignments on 
committees dealing with such va- 
ried subjects as housing and 

sugar. 

A resolution to expel Senator 
McCarthy from the upper house 
of Congress as unfit is pending 
before the Senate Subcommittee 
on Privileges and Elections. Re- 
cently the subcommittee held 
hearings and invited Senator Mc- 
Carthy to attend at his con- 
venience. If he had attended, he 
would have been open to cross- 
examination. He failed to show 
up even though he was in Wash- 
ington and was seen around the 
Capitol and the Senate Office 
Building. 


Piles of Documents. 

Subcommittee investigators had 
been out to Wisconsin and had 
accumulated piles of documents. 
Objections of Republican mem- 
bers of the committee restricted 
presentation of this material. 
Twice when objections were 
raised, the committee retired into 
secret caucus, with press afid 
public barred, and decisions were 
made to pass on to other matters. 
his, of course, left gaps in the 
story of McCarthy and McCarthy- 


aspects. , 
The Post-Dispatch is now able 
to fill in many of these gaps.

including an automatic $200 rise 
and an additional $400 advance, 
matches the pay rise approved 
for 3000 teachers at last month’s 
board meeting. At that time a 
proposal to give the same in- 
crease to non-teaching employes 
failed of approval as the result 
of a 4-to-4 tie vote. 


Opponents of the pay rise for 
non-teaching employes argued 
last night that higher wages were 
not justified and that persons in 
similar jobs — office workers, 
matrons and custodians — were 
paid less in private industry and 
in state and city offices. 


Warning by Realty Board. 

Proponents replied that the in- 
creases were necessary because 
of the rise in the cost of living 
and contended the $450,000 would 
not necessitate a higher school 
tax rate. But the St. Louis Real 
Estate Board warned in a letter 
that “next year you may have to 
ask a 25-cent increase in the 
school tax rate for general 
urposes.” : 
Voting for the 15 per cent in- 
crease, representing a 5 per cent 
$200 “step” effective July 1 and 
10 per cent additional, or two 
“steps” of $200 each beginning 
next fall, were: Charles J. Dyer, 
Oscar A. Ehrhardt, James J. Fitz- 
oe Mrs. Irma Friede, James 

. Morrell, J. Harry Pohlman and 
William Schumacher. 

Opposed were Charles H. Chris-

Charles and Whiteside 
stayed away from the dinner, 
Whiteside explaining that he did 
not wish to be committed by any 
action at the caucus. 

Salary Difference Pointed Out. 

In arguing against the proposed 
pay increases, Whiteside pointed 
out that a teacher with a bache- 
lor’s dégree\can earn a maximum 
of $5200 a year after 13 years in 
the school system, whereas a pri- 
vate secretary may receive $5520 
a year regardless of length of 
service. A teacher with a master’s 
degree may receive a maximum 
of $5400, after 14 years, he added. 

An appointed principal of a 
school, Whiteside declared, can- 
not earn as much as a private 
secretary in the’ building, finance 
or instruction departments in his 
first year. The principal’s basic, 
10-month salary is $4750 and for 
10% months, $4987. 

A teacher, after eight years, 
Whiteside said, can earn $4200 
a year. But 64 head custodians 
receive $4320 a year under the, 
new schedule, 48 head 
get $4140 and 29 receive $3960. 

“No attempt was made to study

American guards said 
that throughout the day they 
heard considerable hammering in 
66, an indication the prisoners 
were making crude weapons, 
Some Bodies in Well. 

American. paratroopers found 
the bodies of eight prisoners in 
a well in Compound 77. Later a 
ninth body doubled up in an oil 
drum was discovered in the same 
well. Five bodies wére found in 
trenehes and another in an aban- 
doned well.» One victim's hands 
were tied behind his back. Others. 
had been beaten and ropes were 
taut around the 

Twenty: anti-Red prisoners 
scaled barbed wire fences during 
the night. They said Red leaders 
had planned to kill them. 

The 6288 North Koreans in 
Compound 77 were the third such 
group to be disperesed to 500- 
man. compounds in Brig. Gen. 
Haydon L. Boatner’s campaign for 
uncontested control over the 
P.O.W.s. 

Prisoners in Compound 95 to- 
day gave up the bodies of eight 
P.O.W.s killed in an April 10 riot. 
Compound 95, which holds 6000 
North Koreans is still to be dis- 
persed. 

Seven More Wounded Die. 

The 6400 Reds in Compound 
76—first to be dispersed—fought 
savagely for two and one-half 
hours yesterday before being sub- 
dued by 750 paratroopers from 
the 187th Airborne Combat Team. 
Thirty-one Reds were killed in 
the fight. The Army said seven 
wounded P.O.W.s had since died 
of wounds. About 150 prisoners 
were wounded. 

One American bled to death 
after being stabbed by a spear. 
Fourteen other Americans were 
injured, none seriously.

Prime Minister Winston Churchill 
said today that Britain is in peril 
of losing all its possessions and 
glory because it is dangerously 
near economic bankruptcy. 

Churchill gave his warnings 
dramatically in a gpeech at a 
luncheon of the British. Press 
Association. 

Britain, he said, is standing on 
a “treacherous trap door” which 
may fall beneath it at any time. 

The 77-year-old Conservative 
leader, whose public life goes 
back to the glories of the Vic- 
torian era, said he looked with 
a great stirring emotion last week 
when young Queen Elizabeth II 
rode a horse at the “trooping of 
the color” parade in her honor 
by her household troops. 

“On What Does It Stand?” 

But he, could not escape, he 
said, “the terrible question: On 
what does it all stand?” 

“That is the question,” -he said.

TRUMAN EXPECTED TO USE 
-TAFT-HARTLEY ACT AFTER 
REBUFF ON STEEL SEIZURE 


Sergeant Who Assailed Gen. Clark TAFT ENGIN FFRS 
For Handling of Koje to Be Tried CFNATE REQUEST 


PRESIDENT INVOKE

Charges Hint in Message 
Injunction Might Be 
Futile Is ‘Invitation’ 


for Defiance by Strik- 
ing Workers. 


WASHINGTON, June 11 (AP)—~ 
Rebuffed by the Senate after 
his , appeal for seizure pow- 
er, President Truman probably 
will turn now to the Taft-Hartley 
law, which he dislikes, in an ef- 
fort to put struck steel mills back 
into production, Government offi- 
cials said today. 


There was no sign that the Ad- 
ministration contemplated any 
imminent action, however. 
Senators listened to the Presi- 
dent’s personally delivered re- 
quest for a special seizure law 
yesterday, then wrote into the De- 
fense Production Act by a vote of 
49 to 30, a “request” that he 
invoke at once the labor relations 
law he had just denounced as 
“unfair, harmful and futile.” 
Willing to Comply. 
Before taking this action, Sen- 
ate Southern Democrats joined 
with Republicans in voting down 
three plant seizure proposals, two 
of which had tacit White House 
approval. , 
A fourth seizure plan, also yn- 
derstood to be acceptable to the 
White House, was rejected today. 
Government officials seemed to 
agree that *s 
special message came close to 
committing him to do whatever 
asked. They said the 
tone of the President’s speech 
ested willingness to comply 
the wishes of Congress, 
despite his statement that re- 
course to Taft-Hartley would be 
“by far the worse of the two ap- 
proaches.” 
To use the Taft-Hartley Act’s 
80-day anti-strike injunction pro- 
visions, Truman contended, 
“would be to take sides with the 
companies against the workers.” 
He hinted there was no assurance 
the 650,000 striking steel workers 
would obey an injunction, 
This statement drew retorts 
from Senator Taft (Rep.), Ohio, 
and others that it was an “invi- 
tation” to defy the law. 
The CIO United Steel Workers 
have been on strike in basic steel 
plants since June 2 when the Su- 
preme Court ruled Truman’s 
seizure of the industry was illegal. 
Taft Takes Lead.

Says Emphasis on So- 
cial Security Poses 


Threat to Economy. 


Karl T. Compton, eminent 
physicist and chairman of the 
Corporation of Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology, warned 


in a commencement address at}. : 


- Washington University today that 
Americans face a “really great 
danger”—that of losing faith in 
the nation’s future. 

The people of the United States 
have confidence in their ability 
to accomplish great things by sci- 
ence and technology, he said. It 
is in the realm’of social and po- 
litical affairs that their faith is 
not so secure. 

Compton, elder brother of 
Chancellor Arthur Holly Comp- 
ton of Washington University, 
struck at citizens who seek vari- 
ous kinds of security through 
law rather than through accom- 
plishment, or who “are more con- 
cerned with asserting and enjoy- 
ing their so-called ‘rights’ than 
they are with earning and deserv- 
ing them.” 

“However much we may be- 
lieve, theoretically, that we have 
certain inalienable rights,” he 
said, “practically we have them in 
only one of two ways; either we 
have won these rights, or we have 
had them given to us by some 
one else who won them for ‘us. 
In either case we do not keep 
them long if we do not defend 
and deserve them.” 

Threat to Economy. 

He declared that modern-day 
preoccupation with social security 
poses a threat that such programs, 
however laudable in purpose, may 
outstrip the economy’s capacity 
to support them and cause the 
whole structure of high living 
standards and social security to 
collapse. | 

“No laws, or political slogans, 
or labor union rules, or industrial 
codes can in themselves support 
a high standard of living or a 
program of social security,” he 
told the class of 1632 graduates. 
“The foundation on which these 
desirable structures can be sup- 
ported as an efficient and profit- 
able production of things which 
people need, and are willing to’ 
work for and to pay for. The law 
that you cannot get something 
for nothing is just as basic as the 
principle of conservation of 
energy.” 

In an apparent referenc 
Gen. George C. Marshall, the 64- 
year-old scientist recalled that a 
distinguished soldier and states- 
man had returned from war- 
ravaged European countries with 
the statement that nations abroad 
needed food, fuel and faith but 
that “unless there is faith, the 
food and fuel-will be wasted.” 

Compton said a prime purpose 
of the Marshall Plan, in addition 
to providing food and fuel, was 
“to encourage such faith in the 
future as to engender a spirit of 
courageous endeavor.” Despite all 
complications, he added, the Mar- 
shall Plan has achieved important 
success. 

Many Defense Posts. 

The speaker held numerous 
important defense posts in World 
War II, and in 1946 served as 
chairman of the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff evaluation board on atomic 
bomb tests. He resigned the presi- 
dency of MIT in 1948 to become 
director of the research and de- 
velopment board of the national 
military establishment.

“We have real justification 
for faith in its future,” he said.

At the same meeting, spon-

WASHINGTON, June 11 (AP)— 
The Senate passed by voice vote 
and sent to the White House to- 
day a controversial bill revising 
and codifying immigration and 
naturalization laws. 

Opponents of the legislation de- 
nounced it as “an anti-alien bill” 
and said they hoped and expected 
President Truman would veto it. 
Truman has not publicly commit- 


ted himself on the measure. 

Senator McCarran (Dem.), Ne- 
vada, chief Senate sponsor of the 
bill, den that it was anti-alien. 
On the contrary, he said it was a 
good bill that will preserve the 
nation’s “fundamental institutions 
and provide fair treatment to 
those aliens who are accorded 
the privilege of coming to our 
shores.” 

The measure sent to the Presi- 
dent is a compromise of separate 
bills previously passed by the 
Senate and the House. The House 
approved the final version yester- 
day by a vote of 203 to 53.

Stained Glass Craftsmen Divided 


On Modernism in Church Windows 


Modern art in stained glass 
church windows? Never! That was 
the opinion of one faction of 
stained glass craftsmen from over 
the nation, in/convention today 
at Hotel Jefferson. 

But while traditionalists in the 
Stained Glass Association of 
America vehemently opposed con- 
temporary art in the ancient 
craft, the other side pointed out 
that modern art is increasing in 
church windows and will be used 
more and more. 

Some persons, said Association 


President Rupert P. Schmitt, Mil- 


waukee, charge that modern de- 
sign in church windows or eccle- 
siastical displays is sacrilegious. 
Others resent a trend in the 
ancient craft teward painting on 
the glass—their term for what 
modern artists who are not gla- 
ziers do—rather than jig-sawing 
together the small bits of mineral- 


stained glass which make up the 
design. 

Said one fervent anti-modern- 
arter, when discussion of a cer- 
tain church with modern windows 
was brought up: “All it needs now 
is electric eyes to open the doors, 
and it will look just like a super- 
market.”

WHAT LOST CHINA—Those 
who sat in on the strategy meet- 
ings of World War II know all 
too well what it was that chiefly 
lost ‘us China. In large part it 
was the natural tug-of-war be- 
tween different theater comman- 
ders for guns, men, and materiel 
when there weren’t enough guns, 
men, or materiel. 

Eisenhower in the European 
theater was burning up the wires 
to Washington for more men, 
more guns, more gasoline.

He replaced as principal speak- 
er Senator Lehman (Dem.), New 
York, who was detained in Wash- 
ington but sent a recorded mes- 
sage to the gathering predicting 
victory for the party as “the 
standard bearer of the people’s 
hopes.” 

Lehman said the majority of 
“the Republicans in Congress 
have voted persistently down the 
line for politics-as-usual in Gov- 
ernment reorganization, particu- 
larly in the Internal Revenue Bu-

It is doubtful if the entire history of relations 
between the presidency and Congress would 
show a political drama the like of that which 
has just been enacted. Here it is in synopsis 
form: 

ACT ONE. 

President Truman goes before a joint ses- 
sion of both chambers to state the current . 
position of the White House on the steel 
controversy. He explains in detail why he 
has not used the Taft-Hartley Act and why 
he opposes using it now. He asks for a 
seizure law that. will enable the Chief Execu- 
tive to deal with deadlocks in vital de- 
fense industries. 

ACT TWO. 

The Senate meets and quickly defeats 
three seizure proposals—Maybank’s to ban 
strikes in essential industries for 120 days 
and to permit seizure if a governmental 
board’s settlement terms are rejected; Mon- 
roney’s to allow seizure of certain defense 
industry plants, and Humphrey’s to give the 
President temporary seizure powers in the 
present steel controversy. Then the Senate 
adopts the Byrd amendment to the controls 
extension bill proposing that the President 
invoke the Taft-Hartley Act immediately. 
The vote is 49 to 30. 

om - > 

Although the House has not acted on the Byrd 
amendment, Mr. Truman may as well assume 
that it has. The President now has no alterna- 
tive but to use the Taft-Hartley Act. The Dixie- 
crat-Old Guard coalition in the Senate has made 
it plain that it will not provide any more legisla- 
tion until Taft-Hartley is applied. 

If the coalition really means that use of the 
Taft-Hartley Act is to be a condition to the en- 
actment of emergency seizure legislation, with 
clearly defined presidential powers, then the 
sooner it can be employed the better. 

How much good can be accomplished in the 
steel dispute through application of the Taft- 
Hartley Act is another matter entirely. The issue 
of the union shop and all else that remains to 
be settled are questions for collective bargain- 
ing—for determination by the steel companies 
and their employes. , 

Mr. Truman, in his appeal to the joint session, 
made the case against Taft-Hartley with clarity 
and what must have been much persuasion 
everywhere except in Congress. Even the Presi- 
dent’s sharpest critics surely must have seen 
his side this time. For the two main procedures 
of the law have in effect already been applied. 

” 7 » 

The first effect of the Taft-Hartley Act is 
to set up an 80-day cooling off period during 
which work goes on and negotiations presum- 
ably continue. The second is to establish a fact- 
finding board to look into the disputed points 
and report on them. : 

The President’s comment on the first is that 
the steel workers had already voluntarily post- 
poned strike action for a total of 99 days—19 
more than Taft-Hartley would require. On the 
second he correctly notes that the fact-finding 
procedure, for all practical purposes, was ac- 
complished through the long study of the steel 
controversy by the Wage Stabilization Board. 

In view of these incontrovertible facts it is 
cergainly true to a large extent that the pro- 
cedures of the Taft-Hartley Act have already 
run their course. The country stands now on 
steel where it would stand if Taft-Hartley had 
been applied some three months-ago without 
settlement of the issues some time in the cool- 
ing-off period. 

What is needed both in this situation and for 
the future is a standby seizure law, with a clear 
definition of an emergency, and with provisions 
with respect to profits and wages which require 
equal sacrifice on both sides. The need for steel 
is so great on the war and defense fronts that 
this kind of breakdown in vital industries can- 
not be permitted to arise without adequate and 
fair machinery to overcome them.

The vote in the Senate demonstrated again 
how the Dixiecrats can join with the Old Guard 
Republicans to defeat the Truman Administra- 
tion. Eighteen Democrats, all but two of them 
Southerners, voted with 31 Republicans to pass 
the Byrd amendment. Interestingly enough, Sen- 
ators Hill and Sparkman of Alabama, two 
Southerners who know first-hand the steel in- 
dustry of the Birmingham area, voted against 
their Southern colleagues. 

How far the Republicans went in making a 
political issue of Taft-Hartley @pplication is 
shown by the fact that only Morse of Oregon, 
Ives of New York and Tobey of New Hampshire 
voted against it. Whether or not President Tru- 
man has played politics on steel, he has been 
more than matched by the controllers of the 
Senate. 7

Yet a car with many fine 
scratches on its fenders may be wearing only a 
long and meek history of rubbing the garage 
door, and nothing more. serious. 

Apparently the sponsorg of get-the-dents-out- 
of-your-fenders month are less interested in the 
safe driver, who probably has few dents any- 
how, than in the less safe driver, on grounds 
that if he gets the dents out of his fenders 
he will at least look gafe.

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Soldier or Politician—Not Both 

The Republican National Committee has 
chosen Gen, Douglas MacArthur as keynoter. at 
the G.O.P, convention next month and Gen. 
MacArthur has accepted the designation “with a 
real sense of grateful appreciation.” 

Now the country may expect Gen. MacArthur 
to resign from the Army and to engage in this 
notable political activity as a civilian and not 
as a military man. Army regulations bar officers 
from “making political speeches” and from en- 
gaging in “activity at political conventions.” 

Almost from the date of his return from 
Tokyo, Gen. MacArthur has been making potiti- 
cal speeches. His address before the Mississippi 
Legislature was one of the most political 
speeches ever uttered. Wisely or not, the coun- 
try has been indulgent and the General's su- 
periors in the Department of the Army have 
been reluctant to call on him to obey official 
regulations. 

All this enters a new phase when Gen. Mac- 
Arthur takes on the assignment of .keynoting 
the convention of a political party. He cannot 
possibly do this and stay within either the spirit 
or the letter of the regulations. Indeed it can 
be said that Gen. MacArthur has, by this ac- 
ceptance, entered more deeply into politics than 
has Gen. Eisenhower, who has already retired 
and given up his pay and allowances of. $19,541 
a year. 

The point of course is not that Douglas Mac- 
Arthur should be denied a role in American 
politics. It is that he should be required to sepa- 
rate political activity from active military duty. 

As for his choice by the G.O.P. bosses, some- 
thing can be said for that. After all, the Republi- 
cans chose Dwight H. Green as their keynoter 
four years ago and the following November Mr. 
Green became, for good and sufficient reason, 
the worst-defeated Governor in the history of 
Illinois. 
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Battle Within a Battle 


The United Nations hag urged President 
Syngman Rhee to lift martial law in Korea. 
Political squabbling, the U.N. says, threatens 
chaos in the Republic, which is near enough to 
chaos now. And this is not the first engage- 
ment between the U.N. and the Government 
which it is protecting in Korea. 

Today's Mirror of Public Opinion describes 
the current skirmish. Rhee has tried to crush 
his opposition which controls the National As- 
sembly. He has declared martial law and 
arrested 10 legislators. His police and organized 
youth movement have engaged in terrorism. 


This record has brought official protests from 
President Truman and the British Government 
as well as the U.N. For Rhee's despotism has. 
been a constant embarrassment to the whole 
U.N. effort in Korea. 

Soon after the Korean war began, a U.N. 
commission revealed a shocking story of bru- 
tality and suppression of liberties by the South 
Korean Government.. The commission found 
that the Rhee Government had itself been an 
obstacle to the unification of Korea. 


But a few months later, when the U.N. forces 
had taken most of Northern Korea, Rhee re- 
jected any plan for unification but his own. 
He rejected the U.N. plan for an interim gov- 
ernment north of the thirty-eighth parallel and 
blustered that he would “never accept inter- 


ference by the U.N.” 


When Russia fast year issued its first real 
peacé feeler concerning Korea, Rhee was quick 
to try to sabotage the hopes for a truce. He 
said belligerently that Koreans would fight 
until the last Communist was driven behind the 
Yalu river, 

This was ridiculous, of course, since only the 
U.N. saved Rhee’s neck. But the whole record 
of Rhee’s relations with his protectors has been 
one of battles within-a battle, Is it not enough 
for ‘Rhee that the U.N. armies are defending 
his Government, without forcing them con- 
stantly to question the kind ef Government 
they are defending?

Korea’s Disreputable Dictator

South Korea's President is trying to terrorize his country’s legis- 
lators, British journal says; has arrested some of opposition leaders 
for plotting’ and forced Cabinet to declare martial law to enhance 
his power; United States has protested; Britain is concerned.

Lord Alexander’s decision to cancel his 
visit to Germany and expedite his journey 
to the Far East is clear evidence of the 
grave concern with which the British Gov- 
ernment is bound to 
regard developments 
in South Korea. 

Following on the 
revelations of Amer- 
ican ineptitude — to 
put it no worse—in | 
the administration 
of the P.W. camps, 
the intolerable pre- 
tensions of Syngman 
Rhee are creating a 
situation which 
plays straight into 
the hands of the 
North Korean prop- 
agandists, Like the 
“drunk military 
man” in the Chinese adage, President 
Syngman Rhee has indeed “put out more 
flags to increase his military splendor.” 


With the presidential election due in 
three weeks’ time, he appears to have 
realized that the Assembly, on whom the 
choice of President constitutionally de- 
pends, contained—even after the rigging 
process to which he subjected it two years 
ago—an opposition majority which would 
vote against him. 


Having tried in vain to persuade the 
Assembly to revise the Constitution so as 
to provide for the election of the next 
President by a popular vote, which he 
doubtless reckoned could be “made” by 
his loyal National Youth brigades, Rhee 
proceeded first to work up popular dem- 
onstrationg against the Assembly and then 


to terrorize it, 

On the trumped-up charge—obediently 
launched by his newly chosen Minister of 
the Interior that there was a “Communist 
commerecy” afoot, Rhee forced his Cabi- 
net proclaim martial law, and caused 
10 opposition deputies to be arrested as.

accomplices in the “plot.” Eleven other 
deputies, including Kim Sung Soo, the 
Vice President, have fled or are in hiding. 

This was too much even for Syngman 
Rhee’s own Cabinet. The Assembly hav- 
ing voted unanimously that martial law 
should be rescinded and the arrested dep- 
uties released, the Cabinet is reported to 
have indorsed this demand. 


Rhee, however, was not impressed. Nor 
seemingly, has he been impressed by the 
written protests from the U.N. Commis- 
sion, backed by verbal remonstrances from 
Gen. Van Fleet and a message that Presi- 
dent Truman was “shocked and amazed.” 

His public retort, through an official 
spokesman, has been to threaten to order 
all U.N. agencies out of Korea for their 
“interference” and to hint that South Ko- 
rean troops might have to be withdrawn 
from the front, to enforce in South Korea 
the regime of martial law which he de- 
clines to rescind. 


Meanwhile, to make sure that the dep- 
uties cannot proceed with the election of 
a President other than himself—and for 
this a two-thirds majority is needed—he 
has ordered his own supporters to boycott 
the Assembly. His threat to dissolve the 
Assembly has been postponed “for a few 
days.” 

The American public, we have no doubt, 
will share the emotions which President 
Truman has expressed at these doings by 
the head of a client state on whose behalf 
the U.S. has spent so much. blood and 
treasure. But in this campaign to preserve 
“freedom and democracy” in South Korea, 
British lives also have been lost and Brit- 
ish honor put at stake. 

Lord Alexander, we trust, will not mince 
his words in making it clear to the U.S. 
authorities in Tokyo and Pusan that the 
British public would not tolerate the con- 
doning of Syngman Rhee’s activities—still 
pursuance of the Korean War in the 
interests of such an irresponsible and dis- 
reputable dictator.

Against Spreading the Korean War

At the northern 
frontier on the Yalu river we do 
not have supremacy but we do 
have. clear superiority in air- 
power —- which means we can 
reach our objectives, even though 
we have to fight off opposition.” 
Since there has been no in- 
hibition bombing North Korea, 
how can itybe that the enemy has 
built up such formidable forces 
though we can bomb them almost 
anywh in his territory and— 
despite opposition—can reach our 
objectives? Unless Gen. Ridgway 
has exaggerated the build-up, the 
President must be exaggerating 


our Airpower, 
Calculating the Risks. 


The weight of opinion is, I be- 
lieve, that while we can bomb 
in North Korea, we cannot bomb 
“at will” or count on reaching 
our objectives—which would be, 
of course, to prevent the build- 
up. Whether the Communist 
build-up is sufficient to enable 
them to take the risks of another 
offensive is anyone’s guess. 


It cannot be ruled out entirely. 
The risk of having the war 
spread beyond the Korean penin- 
sula would be, of course, enor- 
mous for both sides and for all 
concerned. Yet it is not entirely 
certain that their calculations of 
the risks and ours would be the 
same. 


Their calculations are certain 
to take account not only of the 
military forces in being and in 
reserve but of the political con- 
dition of our alliances and of 
theirs. In the Far East, unhappi- 
ly, we have been neglecting our 
alliances. We have handled them 
carelessly and even crudely. 


As a result we have created a 
dangerous temptation to the war 
party in the Kremlin: The temp- 
tation that by enlarging the war 
in the Far East they might dis- 
rupt our alliance in Europe and 
break down our position in the

Middle East and in Southern 
Asia. 


There is a profound difference 
of view on Far Eastern policy 
between us and all our important 
allies, and between us and all the 
independent governments of Asia 
and Africa. 


As long as the war is limited 
to the Korean peninsula where 
we carry the main burden, these 
differences of view can be sub- 
dued and can be kept from divid- 
ing the coalition. But this uneasy 
collaboration would not continue 
if by any decision or act which 
was our responsibility the war 
were extended beyond Korea. 


Our Allies Would Balk. 


One of the fundamental facts 
of international life—which is not 
well enough understood in Con- 
gress and in the country as a 
whole—is that the NATO alliance 
and the European Defense Com- 
munity are not committed to take 
part in a Far Eastern war. 

It would, therefore, be the 
height of imprudence to assume 
that. on an issue arising out of 
Korea or Formosa or Indochina, 
the European governments would 
automatically declare war on §So- 
viet Russia or that they would 
mobilize and participate in the 
strategic air offensive. 

For these reasons a fundamen- 
tal rule in conducting the Korean 
struggle is that what cannot be 
done by military action within 
Korea must be done—if it can be 
done at all—by diplomacy. 


Our Frozen Diplomacy. 


The sad truth, which is well 
known to all, is that American 
diplomacy in the Far East is froz- 
en tight—so tight that it is by 
no means certain that it can be 
thawed out even after the elec- 
tion. Mr. Acheson not only never 
goes near Asia himself but does 
not inention any of the real issues 
in Asia if he can avoid it. 

Mr. Dulles has been trying to 
tide us over the election period, 
hoping to avoid too sharp and ir- 
reparable an alignment within the 
country by offering a series of 
calculated ambiguities — on the 
theory presumably that the re- 
spectable leaders on all sides 
might agree amiably to misunder- 
stand them. 

The best that can be said for all 
this is that while the Korean war 
is nasty and cruel and hopeless, 
it is a more localized nastiness 
and cruelty and hopelessness than 
it might be: Perhaps all concerned 
—including our adversaries—may 
find it better to wait and see what 
our election brings, letting bad 
enough alone for the present lest 
it become ever so much worse.

Television in Review 
Two Fights---One Seen 
And the Other Heard

NEW YORK, June 11. 
N television there were two fights in progress. 
One was between Walcott and Charles, a lack- 
lustre affair. The other, a considerably more 
animated though one-sided affray, was between 
Jimmy Powers, the 
celebrated sports 
scribe, and the ref- 
eree, Zach Clayton. 
Clayton was not only 
the first Negro ref- 
eree in a heavyweight 
championship fight, 
but easily the most 
log uacious in any 
championship.

FROM THAT POINT on Powers was second- 
guessing the referee. “The referee just warned 
Charles about a low blow that landed well above 
the waist line.” ...

It’s been a clean fight 
so far.” ... Later, after another warning, Powers 
stated flatly: “That punch was not low. In fact, 


you could hear the sound of leather against skin— ~

OTHERWISE, POWERS, who has a rich voice 
full of snap, crackle and pop, is a sensible, level- 
headed and fairly unobtrusive fight-caller.

“Walcott looking 
into his corner for instructions.” He suffers from 
occasional lapses into elegance like “And rightly 
s0!” a fine feathered phrase. ‘“‘These men are Cat- 
quick with the mittens,” he reported at one point. 
Fortunately there was little of this type of prose 
and almost none of the rare vintage cliches with 
which Ted Husing used to stud his fight broad- 
casts.

AND THAT BRINGS UP another public event, 
the telecast of the Abilene speech of Eisenhower, 
his first political address.

IN ANY CASE the politicos still have lots to 
learn about this damaging medium and how to 
handle it. There is already talk of candidates out- 
staying their welcome on television.

Emotional Blocking 
By Frances Ilg., M.D., and Louise Ames, Ph.D. 


Of the Gesell Institute of Child Development. 


N unusually attractive and lively looking 6-year-old girl 
Av brought to our institute the other day. She had been 

having serious trouble in sehool—she was in the first 
grade. Her parents had sought help for her and had been 
told that she probably was “emotionally blocked.” ' This didn’t 
seem to help things very much; so they brought her to us. 

We are going to tell you a little about her case because 
you may be among the many parents who, like this girl's 
parents, are told that their children are emotionally blocked. 
This is an easy and scientific-sounding diagnosis, given too 
often; and too often given by clinicians who do not know 
enough about child behavior to make a.more accurate or more 
definitive diagnosis. 

x TR 

‘WE DON’T SAY that no child ever was emotionally 
blocked. We merely suggest that yours very possibly isn’t 
no matter what the experts have told you. 

The little girl we're writing about, Betsey, was under six 
years of age when school opened in the fall. She already 
coudl read and write her name, and she was good at numbers. 
She had been extremely popular and happy in kindergarten, 


one of the leaders in the class. And so even though she was 


a little young for it, she was started in first grade. 

And then the trouble began. She was restless, disturbed 
the class, wouldn't stay in her seat, didn’t finish her work, 
and.if kept after school to finish, acted even worse than dur- 
ing school hours. She soon became unhappy in school and 
consequently unhappy at home.

OUR EXAMINATION showed up her unquestionable su- 
periority in matters of reading and writing. There was no 
question about her adequate intelligence. . But the examina- 
tion showed also that in many behaviors she was scarcely above 
a four-year level. We asked her to draw a circle, and she 
drew the large ungainly circle of the four-year-old. She 
could not sit at the examination table but. had to explore the 
cabinet which held the test materials. She had to go to the 
bathroom in the middle of the examination—a typical four- 
year-old behavior. 

’ We shall not give you more technical details. Sufficient 

to say, this girl, in spite of her excellent reading and writing 
ability, was in many ways responding like a much younger 
child. She was not yet ready for first grade. She will, we 
are sure, be much happier back in kindergarten. 
.. There was nothing “wrong” with this little girl. She 
simply was not ready for the increased demands of the first 
grade—in spite of her adequate scholastic ability. But her 
emotions, so far as our general observations or more specific 
tests indicated, were entirely unblocked.

66 Y meat grinder is getting 
M worn out from overwork,” 
announced a housekee 
the other day, “and I’m getting 
pretty tired of ground meat my- 
self. Of course, I couldn't do 
without that grinder, but I should 
like to give it a short vacation. 
How about some suggestions?” 


' First of all, I shall pay tribute 
to the grinder. It is an essential 
utensil but it can be overused. 
Meat cut coarsely with a sharp 
knife certainly has a different 
flavor, although I can not tell 
you the reason for this. It is 
worthwhile to use a little elbow 
grease and to dice leftover meat 
for certain purposes or to give 
fresh meat the same treatment 
whenever meat is to be served 
with sauce or with a gravy. It 
is then suitable to serve in the 
center of a rice or noodle platter, 
as well as combining it with other 
foods for a casserole dish.

RACTICALLY everybody has te work at something. It

™ working and learn to enjoy it. The earlier this is done, 
the better. So, since Mrs. F. has asked me whether her teen- 

e children should get jobs this summer, I reply, without 
esitation, that I think they should. 

“We have a daughter, 17, and a son, 15,” she writes. 
“Our family council has been debating what we should do 
during summer vacation. Both children think they would like 
fo get jobs. My husband favors that, but it seems to me 
young people should be allowed to enjoy their adolescence 
end just have a good time during the few months they are 
out of school, They'll have their noses to the grindstone 
goon enough.”

THAT LAST STATEMENT is quite true, Mrs. F., but I 
think they'll be far better equipped for the grind if they 
get at least a small taste’ of it beforehand and learn that it: 
isn’t as bad as it sometimes is painted. Fortunately many 
people enjoy working. 

Moreover, I doubt that your children are driven so hard 
in high school that they need three months to recuperate. To 
your thought about adolescence, I'd like to say that adolescence 
4s the period of preparation for adulthood—of which wozk is 
an -important part. 

Just deciding to go to work during the summer isn’t all 
there is to it. Finding a temporary job is not so easy. How- 
ever, I’m for letting them make a brave try and if it doesn't 
work out, then why not plan for the entire family to take 
a vacation trip together? 

There are many things teen-agers can do to earn money, 
Mrs. F., and your children ‘will need to add up their abilities 
before they start job-hunting and present themselves to 
prospective employers. The Bloomfield (N.J.) senior high 
school has published a survey of 154 students, of whom only 
one boy and five girls did not take jobs during the year of 
the previous summer. Boys who reported their wages earned 
an average of nearly $17 a week during the school year and 
the girls averaged $9.50. These were all part-time and spare- 
time jobs, of course. 

. . | 

BOTH BOYS AND GIRLS favored jobs in stores. Girls 
chose baby-sitting second, office work third. The boys took 
a wide variety of jobs besides store work, including jobs in 
garages, offices and manufacturing plants. There was even 
one butcher and one baker in the group—but no candle-stick 
makers. There was also one life-guard and one night watch- 
man. 

Working in the summer and sparetime makes a young- 
ster feel closer to the adult workaday world and smooths the 
path to the future when work becomes highly important. 

As an addition to scholastic education it is quite valuable. 
No matter how much “book-learning” a young person has, he 
still must face seores of practical problems when he gets out 
into the world on his own. It is better to ease him into this 
new life than to toss him into it violently. Employment dur- 
ing adolescence does this.

either here or abroad, providing 
diapers and cod liver oil, blankets 
and a coat. For $72, a group can 
adopt a dilapidated or bombed- 
out school for a year, helping to 
provide paint or new windows, 
blackboards and books, 

“But we try to help these people 
maintain their self-respect by per- 
mitting them to pay when they 
can,” said Leland D. Carmack, as- 


sociate production director for the 


national federation ‘who is in 
charge of the St. Louis office. 
“In this country, clothing is dis- 
tributed / through 192 centers in 
impoverished areas. If the recip- 
ients cannot pay, the county wel- 
fare gives them clothing orders. 
If they can pay, a token price— 
25 cents for a coat, 10 cents for 
shoes—is charged. But no one 
knows which are the charity 
cases. ' ) 

“When we first started we gave 
away the clothing but the fami- 
lies didn’t want it that way. They 
asked permission to pay some- 
thing for it.” 

The same principle holds good 
in the school sponsorship pro- 
gram. An individual or organiza- 
tion contributes $72 with the un-

derstanding that the community 
which receives the benefit puts 
up a like amount, either in cash 
or labor. Of cash gifts, however, 
10 per cent is allocated to general 
overhead costs, and 15 per cent 
to program services.

HROUGH the federation, tents 
T have been sent to Korea to 

replace bombed school houses. 
More than 200,000 used school 
desks, discarded by schools in 
more prosperous areas, have been 
sent to mountain schools to re- 
place the hard benches used for 
generations. 

In addition to the regular con- 
tributions of clothing, more than 
20,000 pounds of garments were 
distributed recently through the 
Red Cross to tornado victims in 
Arkansas. Other clothing is made 
available whenever floods or other 
disaster strikes a community. 

“We accept all kinds of cloth- 
ing but we have to be careful 
where we send it,” said Carmack. 
“In Korea, for instance, we can’t 
send men’s shoes larger than size 
8 because the men can’t wear 
them. The Navajo Indian women 


won't accept hats. There’s a great - 


difference naturally in the gar- 
ments sent to Finland and those 


allocated to southern Italy.” 

At Knoxville, one of four re- 
gional processing centers, more 
than 2,000,000 pounds—or 5,000,- 
000 garments—are sent out each 
year to national and overseas 
centers. 

St.. Louis and Missouri thus far 
have not played a dominant role 
in the Federation program al- 
though local and state committees 
have been organized to oversee 
the work. The Rev. O. Walter 
Wagner, executive secretary of 
the Metropolitan Church Federa- 
tion, is a member of the national 
board and chairman of the Mis- 
souri committee. John McCullough 
is chairman of the St. Louis com- 
mittee. Both groups list the names 
of prominent business and pro- 
fessional leaders and clergymen. 

Although it is hoped that chil- 
dren from the St.Louis. schools 
will have an opportunity to par- 
ticipate in future Bundle . Day 
drives, thus far only St. Louis 
county children have done so. 
In March, 80,000 county pupils 
contributed 60,000 pounds of 
clothing. Children of Illinois last 
November sent 300,000 pounds, 
and just a few days ago another 
major donation of 120,000 pounds 
arrived at the St. Louis ware- 
house as a gift from the chil- 
dren of the &tate of Washington.

Half will go to American moun- 
tain communities, half to the 
children of Korea. 

As in other collections of this 
kind, the federation has its share 
of frantic calls from persons who 
have inadvertently left bills in 
their coat pockets or whose best 


iclothes have been blithely con- 


tributed by other members of the 
family or over-zealous pupils in 
the classroom. 

One man wrote that he had left 
a cherished bottle of imported 
wine in a jacket pocket. It was 
found in the sorting room at 
Knoxville and returned to him in- 
tact. A little boy in New Mexico, 
stirred by the appeal, stripped 
off his new cowboy shirt and 
boots and tossed them into the 
bundle before the teacher could 
protest. 

“And we're always getting a 
eall from a teacher saying her 
best coat was donated by an eager- 
beaver pupil,” said Carmack. 
“We have returned several fur 
eoats contributed by mistake.”

FFICIALS of the federation 
(0 are ready to admit that once 
they under-estimated the gen- 
erosity of Americans. They sug- 
gested that people contribute 
their Christmas cards to the 
youngsters of the mountain re- 
gions and the Navajo reservation 
who had never seen the brightly- 

colored greeting cards. 

“We thought we might get sev- 
eral hundred thousand,” said Car- 
mack. “We got 5,000,000. It took 
us months to get them distributed 
and then we had to ask a group 
of school teachers to outline new 
ways of utilizing the cards in 
classroom work.” s 

Another of their surprise con- 
tributions Was a carload of candy. 
That went to the youngsters of 
Europe. 

In addition to the clothing and 
school supplies programs, the fed- 
eration also sponsors rural service 
projects, working through estab- 
lished organizations and helping 


to supply the special needs of the 
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community, whether they be 
health, recreation or education. 

Although American clothing 
and dollars go overseas, especially 
into countries improverished and 
crippled by the war, only England 
has been able to reciprocate. Some 
mountain schools in Kentucky 
have been adopted by British or- 
ganizations. 

The program among the Amer- 
ican Indians in New Mexico and 
Arizona was launched to help stem 
the high mortality rate among 
children and to raise the standard 
of living in poverty-stricken areas. 
Half of all Navajo deaths, Carmack 
pointed out are among children 
under the age of 6. Records of 
one hospital show a mortality 
rate of 45 per cent from the tuber- 
culosis. At least 80 per cent of 
the Navajos are illiterate and 
there are 24,000 Navajo children 
of school age with school facilities 
for less than 10,000. 

The problems are no less seri- 
ous overseas. In Austria, for in- 
stance, there are schools where 
one pencil must serve 20 children. 
In Greece, villagers who fled 
Communist aggression returned to 
find their homes in ruins. In 
Korea, 40 per cent of all school 
buildings were bombed and 
shelled beyond repair and many 
others were left in shambles by 
retreating troops. 

“We are non-political, non-sec- 
tarian, non-profit,” said Carmack. 
“Our goal is to serve underprivi- 
leged children without regard to 
race or creed.”

Observe that West properly 
passed over one spade—for all he 
could tell, South’s bid was per- 
fectly honest, and a_ takeout 
double, forcing East to bid at the 
two-level, might be disastrous. 
As a matter of fact South almost 
got away with his wild bluff be- 
cause North elected to respond 
with one no-trump. If the re- 
sponse had’ been two diamonds, 
passed by East and South, the 
psychic would have been revealed 
(since South would be passing a 
forcing response), but when the 
actual one no-trump came around 
to West, there was no true evi- 
dence of a psychic. Thus, West 
was running a very definite risk 
in reopening the bidding with his 
double, but at least he had reason 
to feel that his partner had some- 
thing, with the enemy stopping 
at the one-level. When East an- 
nounced, via his penalty pass, that 
he didn’t mind playing against 
one no-trump doubled, West had 
an excellent double of South’s 
“escape” to two clubs—which, in- 
cidentally, was a pretty wild stab. 


The defense left nothing to be 
desired. West opened the club 
king and shifted to a low heart, 
East returned a trump, and West 
cashed the jack and ace, then 
switched to spades. The upshot 
was that South took exactly three 
tricks—a trump and dummy’s two 
aces — and so East-West tucked 
away the tidy sum of 900 points 
—good compensation for the game 
they could have made.

It was no surprise 
that one day a Roman who had 
nothing to live for, nothing to 
hope for, entered his bath and 
opened a vein and so bled 
quietly and painlessly to death. 

A famous Greek poet once 
said of life that it was better 
not to be borr, and the next 
best thing was to quit life as 
soon as possible. All this is at 
the other extreme from St. 
Paul, who said: “Rejoice in the 
Lord always and again I say, 
Rejoice.”
